A committee of wholesale produce dealers and brokers, composed of A. W. Townsend, Jr.,

Jack Finke, and others, appeared before the Council and asked that, in justice to the local

dealers, some legislation be enacted to regulate the itinerant produce dealer on the streets

of the City* The Mayor stated to the Committee that the Council had had the matter under

earnest consideration for some time and would endeavor to pass an ordinance that would take

care of the situation*

You will recall that this property was bought by the City in 1931 in order to extend
Fifth Street west acrose Shoal Creek. The purchase price was 91,200.00 and the cost of
paving was $6]$2.7&t a total cost to the City of &L.S32.7S. This offer will not the City
more than the property cost, at the same time providing for the extension of Fifth Street
at this point without cost to the City for either ground or paving.

This offer is made in behalf of Mr. R. G« Mueller and is subject to hie obtaining a
permit from the Oity to move to this lot the house owned by him located at Sixth and Rio
Grande Streets.

When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information

upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of

their assignments they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not leas than

throe (3) days before such information is required* The Texaa Public Service Company la

further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or re-

placement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named In

this resolution*

And that wherever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

used at Intervale during the course of back-filling of the ditches*

That the work and laying of eald gaa mains, including the excavation in the streets,

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid,shall

be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said company by the City of

Austin.

The following communication from the Board of Adjustment was read:

To the Honorable Council
and City Uanager of the
City of Austin;

Gentlemen:

It has come to the attention cf your Beard of Adjustment that the Budget fox the year
1932 carries a recommendation for compensation for the membera of thla Board*

The original Budget requeet carried double the amount as finally recommended. It
haa been the experience of the Board that the number of hearings will be more frequent
than twice per month. The Board also feela that the Chairman is entitled to greater
compensation than the other members of the Board for the reason that he must devote two
or three times as muoh time to this service ae other members, inasmuch as it devolves
upon him to prepare all the records of the hearings of the Board and to prepare all other
resolutions and other details incident to the work of the Board, nnd to assist in the
preparation of amendments to the ordinance, which require considerable more tirr.o than the
hearings themselves.

In view of these facts, the Board respectfully suggests that the sum of Nine Hun-
dred (§900.00) Dollars be appropriated for the per diem compensation of the Board, the
Chairman to receive Ten (§10,00) Dollars per session, and the other members Five (J?5«OG)
Dollars, the number of meetings for which compensation is provided to be limited to
Thirty (30). This would require Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per hearing, or Nine Hundred
($500.00; Dollars for the fiscal year.

The Board further suggests that the iteni of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars provided
for expert consultation will in all probability not be uced by the Board and can be de-
voted to the item for compensation, especially should any member of the Board attend the
next annual National City Planning Conference, where any expert cor.oultat ion could be
secured without further cost to the City.
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The Board addresses this communication to you with considerable dlf-Tidonco, appre-

ciating the delicaoy of ite position in making requests in its own intoreot, but it hopes
that the Oounoll also appreciates the sacrifices that the members of the Board muot make
to serve this important branch of the City Administration.

Pursuant to your request, we have investigated the request of Mr. Theo. P. Meyer for
a permit to construct commercial driveways on the east side 'of Guadalupe Street between
S£th and 29th Streets* tir. Meyer proposes to construct a drive-in thirst station.
Mr. Meyer has presented a plan of the proposed drive-ways in relation to the property lines,
which plan accompanies this report•

The property upon which Mr. Meyer proposes to make his improvements is legally known
as tot 3 of Block 1, Truth's Subdivision of Outlet I1!-, Division "D" and located within the110" Commercial Use District according to the Zoning Use District Uap of the City of Austin.
He proposes to construct his building and driveways in accordance with the regulations and
the ordinances of the City of Austin. Concrete paving, concrete gutter, concrete curb and
concrete sidewalk are already in place adjacent to Mr. Meyer's property.

We recommend that a permit be granted subject to the following conditions!
